After walking somo hours they anme to a 
pool of water, and, seeing « lion and lioness 
ofow yurde distant, De M‘Kay?fired twice at 
the lion, wonnding it, ond both animale 
mondo off for the jungle, Nearly alt Dr 
M'Koy's native attendunte either ran away 
or climbed trees, but the Doctor and his 
Zanzibari-boy, Mua, went in search of tha 
wounded lion, They shortly nfterwarda 
enpied the beast crouching down fiftean yarda 
away, and M'Kay fired al the livo'’s head. 
At that instant the lion sprang upon -the 
Doctor with a terrific roar, anda -deadly 
atruggte then took’ place. M'Koy Jost hold
